1 .1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1 ,2,4,5,8 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCTand that of 
claims 3,6,7 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

Communication device which is adapted for placement in a users ear and comprises a 
shell part (figure 2, § 23) enclosing an input transducer for receiving an input signal (figure 
2, item 21), a signal processing device (figure 2, item 25) and an output transducer (figure 
2, item 23) for providing a signal perceivable as sound, a battery located at a surface part 
of the shell which is facing away from the head of the user (figure 2, item 1 9), a 
transmission and reception circuit for transmission and/or reception of electromagnetic 
energy (figure 2, item 25), and whereby an antenna for radiating and/or receiving 
electromagnetic energy is provided such that it has a first surface turned towards the 
surroundings and a second surface located in close proximity of the battery (figure 2, § 9). 

1 .2 Dependent claims 2-6 and 8 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect 
of novelty or inventive step, see documents D1 to D3 and the corresponding passages 
cited in the search report. 

The subject-matter of dependent claim 7 comes within the scope of the customary 
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practice followed by persons skilled in the art. especially as the advantages thus achieved 

can readily be foreseen. 
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
